REMARKS 

In the Communication, the Examiner contends that the 
Response to Second Restriction Requirement was not fully 
responsive to the outstanding Office Action. 

Specifically, the Examiner notes that Applicants' 
provisionally elected the species of "genotyping the FcyRIIA and 
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FcyRIIIB receptors" (sic) and if a more specific genotype was 
required, the genotype recited in Claim 18, i.e., the 
determination of the genotype "FcyRIIA H/H or FC7RIIIB NAl/NAl 
(sic) or a combination thereof". 

The Examiner contends that in the Election of Species 
Requirement, Applicants were required to elect a single species, 
whereas Applicants elected multiple species. 

Accordingly, Applicants hereby elect the species FcyRIIIB 
receptor, and if necessary, the corresponding genotype recited 
in Claim 18, i.e., FcyRIIIB NAl/NAl.
